Immigrant  Domestic  Violence  Program

A  state  funded  program  that  this  year 
helped  more  than  1,000  immigrants  and 
refugees  who  are  victims  of  domestic  vio¬ 
lence  received  zero  funding  in  the  state 
budget. 


RISE,  or  Refugee  and  Immigrant  Safety 
and  Empowerment,  which  was  receiving 
line-  item  funding  at  the  recommendation 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  since 
1999,  has  partially  funded  15  programs 
across  the  state  that  have  helped  immi¬ 
grants  and  refugees  who  suffer  from 


domestic  violence.  In  the  2003  budget,  the 
program  was  allotted  $703,000. 

By  providing  domestic  violence  ser¬ 
vices,  such  as  counseling,  translation, 
housing  advocacy,  education  and  legal 
advocacy,  RISE  has  been  offering  the  only 
culturally  and  linguistically-specific

A  few  days  ago  I  went  to  P.  F.  Chang's

Where  to  Draw  the  Line? 


Is  an  Acre  always  an 
Acre ?

In  the  winter  of  2002,  when  Kensington 
Investment  Company  first  announced  its 
plans  to  build  a  high-rise  apartment  build¬ 
ing  on  the  corner  of  La  Grange  and 
Washington  Streets,  the  developer  had 
planned  to  include  the  China  Trade  Center 
building  as  part  of  the  project's  site. 
Including  the  building  in  the  plan  would 
make  Kensington  Place's  site  an  acre,  the 
needed  size  to  receive  a  special  zoning 
designation  that  would  allow  the  building 
to  double  the  15-story  height  limit. 

Many  in  Chinatown  weren't  happy 
about  the  idea  —  for  one,  the  critics  point¬ 
ed  out,  the  China  Trade  building  wasn't 
even  going  to  be  part  of  the  project. 

So,  Kensington  scrapped  the  idea. 

"Our  prior  proposal  included  the 
China  Trade  Center,"  said  Kensington's 
attorney,  Matthew  Kiefer,  "and  there  were 


a  lot  of  concerns  expressed  about  that."  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.

Kensington  Has  Positives,  But  City's  Zoning  Game  is  Dangerous 


The  issue  over  zoning  and 
Kensington  Place  (see  story  Where  to 
Draw  the  Line?)  boils  down  to  three 
arguments. 

First  is  the  argument  of  those  who 
support  the  proposed  30-story  tower.  It 
goes  like  this:  The  run-down  and  dilapi¬ 
dated  area  of  La  Grange  and  Washington 
Streets  needs  to  be  revived.  So,  this 
group  argues,  we  should  overlook  the 
controversial  use  of  zoning  loopholes  so 
that  Kensington  can  build  its  high-rise. 
Who  cares  about  technicalities,  they  say, 
when  we  could  have  a  shining  new 
building,  a  lively  city  street  comer,  and 
freshly  cemented  sidewalks?  And 
besides,  the  crack  dealers  who  now  fre¬ 
quent  the  area  will  likely  vanish  once  a 
glitzy  tower  is  there,  they  say.  Second  is 
the  argument  of  the  developers  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority: 
Nothing  is  wrong,  they  say,  with  allow¬ 
ing  the  streets  and  other  properties  not  in 
control  of  the  developer  to  be  used  to 
make  the  project  site  an  acre,  so  that  the 
building  can  double  the  zoning  height. 
They  argue  that  since  the  zoning  code 
doesn't  say  that  developers  cannot  claim 
the  streets  to  make  an  acre,  doing  so  must 
be  OK.  Third  is  the  argument  of  people, 
such  as  many  members  of  the  Park  Plaza 
Civic  Advisory  Committee,  who  are  wor¬ 
ried  about  zoning  abuse  by  City  Hall. 


This  diehard  group  says,  OK,  there  might 
be  some  good  points  about  the  project, 
but  claiming  the  streets  and  other  prop¬ 
erties  to  make  an  acre  is  making  a  mock¬ 
ery  out  of  a  zoning  mechanism  that 
should  be  used  very,  very  carefully. 

Those  who  take  the  side  of  the  latter 
group  have  the  most  foresight,  as  the  city 
should  stop  playing  games. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
likely  led  the  developer  to  claim  streets 
and  other  properties  to  make  the  acre  it 
needed  to  activate  a  zoning  mechanism 
that  allows  builders  to  skirt  height  limits. 

But  why  not  play  fair  and  go  for  a 
zoning  variance  by  proving  the  hardship 
of  building  only  15  stories?  Or,  better  yet, 
why  not  follow  zoning  --  bids  for  the 
near-by  Hayward  Place,  which  was 
capped  at  155  feet,  showed  that  plenty  of 
developers  think  they  can  profit  while 
building  within  zoning  limits. 

It's  hard  to  blame  the  developer  of 
this  project.  And  it's  hard  to  blame  sup¬ 
porters  of  the  housing  project,  which 
will  include  some  low-income  units  and 
which  promises  to  greatly  improve  the 
comer  of  La  Grange  and  Washington 
Streets.  But  City  Hall  should  know  bet¬ 
ter,  and  the  people  of  this  city  should 
expect  better.

er's  penmanship  exercises  than  the  high- 
class  art  form  the  characters  were  sup¬ 
posed  to  represent. 

When  my  food  arrived,  I  stared  at  the 
shredded,  roast  duck  on  a  pile  of  fresh 
spinach  leaves.  It  looked  quite  delicious, 
and  tasted  as  it  appeared,  but  something 
still  did  not  seem  to  match  up.  The  decor 
and  menu  items,  though  boasting  a  taste 
of  Eastern  flavor,  were  not  a  bit  authentic. 
Not  that  I  found  what  I  saw  insulting  to 
my  culture  in  the  least,  I  enjoyed  the  noisy 
atmosphere  the  restaurant  contained,  and 
actually  I  was  reminded  of  a  story  a 
Chinese  friend  told  me: 

When  he  first  came  to  this  country,  his 
host  family  invited  him  to  dine  at  a 
Chinese  restaurant.  Since  the  friend  did 
not  know  what  to  order,  the  family  set  out 
to  order  a  few  "authentic  dishes".  After 
the  food  had  arrived,  the  friend  looked  at 
the  meal  and  asked  if  this  was  real 
"American  cuisine."  Needless  to  say  the 
host  family  laughed  as  if  this  was  a  clever 
joke,  and  ate  on  with  great  appetites.  The 
point  of  the  story  being,  Chinese  food 
from  America  is  much  like  Chinese  people 
in  America:  The  true  natives  regard  nei¬ 
ther  as  Chinese. 


Obviously,  I  can  no  longer  be  consid¬ 
ered  a  true  Chinese  native.  I  have  already 
been  Americanized  by  Western  surround¬ 
ings.  But  as  I  chewed  on  my  Americanized 
warm  spinach  duck  salad,  I  realized  there 
was  nothing  wrong  with  being  a  parallel 
to  American  Chinese  food.  In  fact,  this 
not-really-Chinese,  not-really- American 
cuisine  is  an  integral  part  of  my  culture  as 
a  Chinese-American. 

I'm  not  sure  if  anyone  back  in  China  has 
ever  heard  of  some  of  the  so-called 
"Chinese"  dishes  people  try  to  pass  off 
here.  And  I  highly  doubt  any  person  from 
China  can  tell  you  the  authentic  ingredi¬ 
ents  of  chop  suey,  or  better  yet,  know 
what  chop  suey  is.  However,  one  is  not 
wrong  in  claiming  the  food  purchased  in 
Chinatown,  or  the  neighborhood  Chinese 
eatery,  is  authentic.  It's  authentic  Chinese- 
American  food.  It  encompasses  the  bold 
tastes  Americans  love,  as  well  as  the  tradi¬ 
tional  culinary  principles  valued  by  the 
Chinese.  And  just  like  Chinese- Americans 
it  is  a  melange  of  two  distinctively  differ¬ 
ent  cultures  and  tastes,  Chinese-American 
food  is  a  new  "race"  of  flavors. 

So  what  if  no  one  can  get  genuine 
Chinese  meals  in  this  country?  This

Dear  Massachusetts  Legislature, 

I  am  writing  to  you  concerning  an 
amendment  to  the  Fiscal  04  state  budget 
allowing  "two-way"  bilingual  programs  to 
continue  in  Massachusetts  in  contraven¬ 
tion  of  the  2002  ballot  law  mandating 
English  immersion  for  our  non-native 
speakers.  A  few  of  your  leaders  have 
gone  so  far  as  to  say  that  such  an  amend¬ 
ment  honors  the  will  of  the  Massachusetts 
electorate  last  November  in  passing  Ballot 
Question  Two. 

To  be  frank,  the  passage  of  such  an 
amendment,  before  the  first  implementa¬ 
tion  of  a  law  supported  by  over  two- 


thirds  of  the  Massachusetts  voting  public, 
would  be  a  clear  indication  to  the  voters 
that  the  legislature  on  Beacon  Hill  is 
openly  contemptuous  of  the  people  and 
their  views  on  important  matters  of  pub¬ 
lic  policy. 

I’ll  be  as  clear  as  possible  on  this  issue: 
the  overwhelming  majority  of  your  con¬ 
stituents  wants  and  demands  English 
immersion.  They  do  not  want  bilingual 
education  in  any  of  its  forms.  The  new 
law  and  the  intent  of  the  voters  are  unam¬ 
biguous:  if  you  are  nine  years  of  age  or 
younger  and  you  cannot  perform  ordi¬ 
nary  classroom  work  in  English,  you  are 
immersed  in  English.  Waivers  to  immer¬ 
sion  are  obtainable  for  non-English  speak¬ 
ing  students  ten  years  of  age  or  older, 
since  it  is  obviously  more  difficult  for 
many  older  students  to  learn  a  second

wouldn't  be  America  if  the  elements  of 
different  countries  could  not  melt  togeth¬ 
er  to  create  something  that  can  be  enjoyed 
by  everyone.

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Refined  Designs  for  Area  Park 
Displayed  at  Chinatown  Meeting

The  Chinatown/ Leather  District 
Central  Artery  Advisory  Committee  and 
Carol  R.  Johnson  Associates  have 
reduced  the  number  of  designs  for  the 
Chinatown  park  on  Parcel  23d  to  two 
newly  refined  alternatives.  Appearing 
rather  different  from  the  designs  that 
were  made  public  last  month,  the  color¬ 
ful  poster  boards  showed  in  a 
Chinatown  meeting  on  Monday  incorpo¬ 
rated  elements  from  all  the  design  alter¬ 
natives  presented  in  previous  parcel  23d 
meetings.  Due  to  different  concerns  and 
ideas  expressed  by  the  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  and  concerned  guests,  the  design¬ 
ers  attempted  to  add  all  of  these  ele¬ 
ments  into  the  two  main  schemes:  the 
'stream'  design  and  the  'passage'  design. 

The  stream  design  has  a  smaller  gath¬ 
ering  area  with  open  trees  at  the  plaza, 
plantings,  an  abundance  of  trees  for 
shade  and  seating  areas,  water  features, 
curbs  at  the  sidewalk,  and  trellis  walls 
and  plants  that  acted  as  a  barrier  to  the 
nearby  traffic. 

The  second  design  alternative,  the 
passage  design,  contained  a  more  open 
and  flexible  gathering  space,  but  also 
included  shaded  areas  with  chairs  under

On  Tuesday,  Brent  Orrell,  director  of 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor's  Center  for 
Faith-Based  and  Communitv  Initiatives, 
attended  a  round  table  discussion  at  the 
Chinese  Progressive  Association  in 
Chinatown,  along  with  a  number  of  par¬ 
ticipants  of  the  Working  Connections 
Project. 

The  focus  of  the  discussion  was  to  con¬ 
centrate  on  the  progress  that  the  Working 
Connections  Project  has  made  in  regard 
to  helping  Asian-Americans  in  the 
Greater  Boston  Area  find  jobs.  Recently, 
the  CPA  has  joined  with  the  Quincy 
Career  Center  in  order  to  create  services 
that  make  the  job  market  more  accessible 
to  the  Asian-American  community. 
Workers  who  previously  did  not  know  of 
new  job  opportunities  are  now  afforded 
that  right,  as  the  new  services  help  them 
to  better  understand  the  great  differences 
between  the  American  and  Chinese  job 
markets.  These  programs  include  the 
development  of  more  bi-lingual  work¬ 
shops,  the  translation  of  all  job  pamphlets 
into  Chinese,  workshops  on  searching  for

trees,  and  seating  areas.  Emphasis  for 
this  design  was  placed  on  the  larger 
gathering  space,  which  would  be  used 
for  theater  performances,  festivals,  and 
parades.  Both  the  design  alternatives 
include  the  Chinatown  Gate,  a  point  of 
concern  in  the  last  meeting,  and  Carol  R. 
Johnson  Associate,  Nancy  Stack,  reas¬ 
sured  that  the  Chinatown  gate  would 
not  be  moved.  She  also  said  that  the  visi¬ 
bility  of  the  park  would  be  increased 
and  that  the  entrance  along  surface 
artery  would  be  reduced. 

But  important  questions  about  the 
Leather  District/Chinatown  park  design 
still  remained.  Some  people  at  the  meet¬ 
ing  wanted  to  include  a  children's  play 
area,  others  asked  what  type  of  water 
feature  be  best,  and  others  asked  how 
there  could  be  a  more  'Asian1  quality  to 
the  scheme. 

Even  after  the  detailed  presentation 
of  the  two  new  possible  blueprints  of  the 
park,  questions  of  maintenance  and 
keeping  the  homeless  out  of  the  park 
continued.  The  re-occurring  problems 
that  are  brought  up  at  most  of  the  parcel 
23d  meetings,  inevitably  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  because  of  the  lacking  of 
funds,  many  ideal  provisions  cannot  be 
implemented. 


a  job,  job  skills,  interviews,  resume  build¬ 
ing,  and  job  applications,  as  well  as  a

Sampan  Interview  With  Lawyer  for 
Chinese  Victim  of  Botched  Abortion

When  a  21 -year-old  Chinese  woman, 
whose  name  cannot  be  printed  for  privacy 
reasons,  took  a  home  pregnancy  test  in 
early  October  of  last  year,  and  found  out 
that  she  was  pregnant,  she  had  second 
thoughts  about  having  the  baby.  She  was 
an  un-married  Chinese  immigrant  who 
spoke  very  little  English.  After  discussing 
her  pregnancy  with  her  boyfriend,  she 
decided  to  have  an  abortion.  She  ended  up 
entering  a  real  life  nightmare. 

Following  the  decision  to  have  an  abor¬ 
tion,  the  woman  and  her  boyfriend  saw  an 
ad  in  the  World  Journal,  a  Chinese  newspa¬ 
per  that  advertised  the  medical  services  of 
Dr.  Jian  Yu.  Their  call  to  Dr.  Yu  ended  up 
with  the  woman  having  two  failed  abor¬ 
tions  and  an  emergency  trip  to  the  hospital, 
at  which  she  crawled  into  the  waiting 
room,  bleeding  heavily  and  eventually 
expelling  a  formed  fetus. 

This  locally  publicized  incident  is  now 
about  to  move  forward  into  the  legal 
stages. 

Tyler  Fox,  the  woman's  hired  attorney, 
begins  to  explain  the  shocking  incident : 

Sampan  :  Is  Dr.  Jian  Yu  a  licensed  doctor? 
Fox:  ...He  is  a  1983  graduate  of  the  Hunan 
Medical  College  in  China.  He's  been 
licensed  to  practice  medicine  in 

Massachusetts  for  four  years.  He  had  an 
office  in  Malden  where  this  problem 
occurred.  He  also  had  privileges  at 
Melrose's  Wakefield  Hospital.  Now  I  don't 
know  what  privileges  he  had,  I  assume 
they  weren't  surgical  privileges  because  he 


was  only  an  internist. 

Sampan:  What  happened  with  Dr.  Jian  Yu 
and  your  client? 

Fox:  [My  client]  called  his  office  sometime 
...before  Christmas  to  try  and  schedule  an 
appointment  with  him...  to  ask  him  some 
questions  about  abortion  procedure  to  see 
whether  or  not  this  was  something  she 
wanted  to  do... 

Sampan:  Records  indicate  that  the  patient 
ended  up  having  a  vacuum  aspiration 
abortion  done  on  the  first  scheduled 
appointment  with  Dr.  Yu. 

Fox:  Assuming  that  was  done  ...it  clearly 
wasn't  done  correctly  and  I  assume  it  was 
done  negligently  because  she  was  still 
pregnant.  She  had  to  come  back  again.  And 
then,  he  performed  another  procedure  and 
apparently  that  wasn't  successful  either.  So 
it  was  done  at  best  incorrectly,  at  worse,  I 
believe  negligently.  Because  then  he  had  to 
give  her  medication  to  induce  labor  ...but 
then  he  did  not  even  adequately  tell  her 
that  this  is  medication  to  induce  labor...  So 
as  far  as  she  knew,  she  had  had  an  abortion 
and  was  sent  home...  She  [later  that  day 
felt]  more  and  more  pain  and  finally  went 
to  St.  Elizabeth's  hospital.  [She]  literally 
had  to  crawl  into  the  hospital.  And  while 
waiting  to  get  into  the  emergency  room,  not 
even  having  been  examined  yet,  she  gave 
birth  or  expelled,  or  whatever  word  you 
want  to  use,  [a]  fetus,  right  there  in  the 
waiting  room,  with  all  the  blood  gushing 
out.

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tion,  is  also  raising  some  questions  — 
mainly  can  public  streets  and  other  prop¬ 
erties  not  controlled  by  a  developer  be 
counted  to  make  an  acre-sized  project  site? 

To  create  the  needed  acre,  Kensington 
has  drawn  up  a  project  site  that  includes 
parts  of  Washington  Street,  La  Grange 
Street,  the  BRA-owned  Boylston  Square 
alley,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  Boston 
Young  Men's  Christian  Union's  (BYMCU) 
building.  By  drawing  the  site's  boundaries 
along  the  centers  of  the  streets  and  around 
Boylston  Square  and  the  BYMCU  building, 
Kensington  has  created  an  area  slightly 
larger  than  an  acre  —  45,518  square  feet  to 
be  exact. 


The  actual  area  that  Kensington  plans 
to  develop  will  be  a  little  under  three  quar¬ 
ters  of  an  acre  in  size  —  it  won't  be  build¬ 
ing  on  the  BYMCU  building  or  Boylston 
Square  alley  —  though  it  promises  to  great¬ 
ly  improve  the  now  closed  alley.  And  the 
building  won't  stretch  out  into  the  middle 
of  La  Grange  or  Washington  Streets, 
though  La  Grange  Street  will  be  widened 
up  to  Kensington  Place's  drive  way.  Right 
now  Kensington  owns  about  half  an  acre 
on  the  site,  which  it  acquired  over  the  past 


15  years. 

Boston's  zoning  rules  for  Planned 
Development  Areas  do  not  specifically  say 
that  developers  cannot  draw  site  bound¬ 
aries  so  that  they  include  public  streets  and 
other  land  that  will  not  be  part  of  the 
development  to  meet  the  acre-require¬ 
ment,  say  BRA  officials.  But  critics  of  the 
idea  say  that  using  other  land,  such  as 
streets  and  public  ways  to  make  the  acre 
defies  common  sense.  Allowing  this  to 
happen,  they  say,  weakens  the  regulations 
of  this  zoning  tool  that  allows  developers 
to  build  much  higher  than  they  would  oth¬ 
erwise  be  allowed  to  build. 

"I  don't  think  that  it  (using  the  streets) 


was  intended  when  that  zoning  ordinance 
was  created,"  said  Bernie  Borman,  who  is 
trained  in  real  estate  law  and  who  is  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Park  Plaza  Civic  Advisory 
Committee.  Borman  said  that  using  the 
streets  is  just  "another  way  the  BRA  is 
using  zoning  loopholes." 

"You  see,"  said  Borman,  "a  Planned 
Development  Area  is  pretty  much  what  it 
sounds  like."  It's  an  area  that  is  supposed 
to  be  a  certain  minimum  size  to  create 
"planned  communities,  not  just  one  build¬ 


ing,"  he  said. 

Lydia  Lowe  of  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association  in  Chinatown  agrees.  "The 
main  thing,"  said  Lowe,  "is  that  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  a  Planned  Development  Area  is  to 
support  development  that  follows  a  com¬ 
prehensive  plan." 

But  according  to  Kensington's  attorney. 
Matt  Kiefer,  "the  zoning  code  doesn't  pro¬ 
hibit"  using  the  streets  and  other  areas  not 
owned  by  the  developer  to  make  the  need¬ 
ed  acre. 

Kiefer  maintains  that  the  zoning  code  is 
a  flexible  zoning  mechanism,  and  that  "we 
think  it's  an  appropriate  use  of  a  flexible 
zoning  tool"  to  use  the  streets. 

Other  supporters  of  the  project  say  the 
building  itself  would  justify  claiming  the 
acre.  They  point  out  that  the  building 
would  make  the  comer  of  Washington  and 
La  Grange  Streets  a  glittering  and  friendly 
area,  with  ground  level  retail  shops,  re¬ 
built  sidewalks,  and  a  lively  Boylston 
Square  alley. 

Defending  using  the  streets  and  other 
property  that  will  not  be  developed  as  part 
of  the  30-story  Kensington  Place  project, 
the  BRA's  spokesperson  Jessica  Shumaker, 
said  that  the  zoning  code  requires  there  be 
an  acre  to  build  on  a  Planned  Development 
Area,  but  "it  doesn't  say  how  you  get  it." 

Shumaker  claimed  that  Planned 
Development  Areas  are  hardly  in  danger 
of  being  abused.  She  said  that  since  1968 
only  about  30  projects  have  been  built  on 
Planned  Development  Areas  in  the  city, 
and  "it's  not  something  that's  being  used 
inappropriately." 

For  the  record,  according  to  the  BRA's 
Zoning  department,  about  60  projects 
since  1968  have  been  approved  to  build  on 
Planned  Development  Areas. 

"Yes,  they  were  given  the  designation," 
said  Shumaker  in  a  phone  call  to  clarify  the 
discrepancy,  "but  only  30  have  been  com¬ 
pleted." 

"What  does  that  mean  --  they're  not 
being  abused?"  said  Boston  activist  Shirley 
Kressel  about  the  approval  of  the  60 
Planned  Development  Areas  since  1968. 
"This  [case]  is  an  abuse." 

When  Boston  City  Councilor  James 
Kelly  was  asked  what  he  thought  of  the 
idea  of  using  the  streets  to  make  the  acre, 
he  said  he  wasn't  aware  of  the  issue.

Councilors  Michael  Flaherty  and 
Felix  Arroyo  didn't  return  a  phone 
call  to  comment  on  the  matter. 

But  using  the  streets  isn't  the 
only  thing  that's  raising  activists' 
eyebrows. 

The  line  drawn  around  the 
Boston  Young  Men's  Christian 
Union  (BYMCU)  building  is  also 
receiving  scrutiny. 

Referring  to  the  inclusion  of  the 
BYMCU  building  in  the  project  site, 
Kressel,  vice  president  of  the 
Alliance  of  Boston  Neighborhoods, 
pointed  out  that  the  building  "is  not 
in  anyway  a  part  of  the"  project  area 
because  it  won't  be  part  of  the  actu¬ 
al  project. 

Borman  called  the  idea  "absurd." 
He  said  that  including  the  BYMCU 
building  along  with  the  streets, 
makes  "a  mockery  of  the  concept  of 
a  Planned  Development  Area." 

Though  the  land  surveyors 
hired  by  Kensington  say  they  don't 
have  the  exact  measurements  of 
how  many  square  feet  the  BYMCU 
building  would  contribute  to  the 
acre  site,  the  area  of  the  building 
appears  on  the  map  Kensington 
submitted  to  the  BRA  to  take  up  a 
little  less  than  a  third  of  the  site. 

The  attorney  representing  the 
BYMCU  did  not  return  phone  calls 
asking  for  an  explanation  of  the 
deal  worked  out  between  the  orga¬ 
nization  and  Kensington. 

Kiefer,  however,  maintains  that 
including  the  building  in  the  site 
area  is  appropriate,  and  he  reminds 
that  Planned  Development  Areas 
are  meant  to  create  flexibility. 

Asked  if  Kensington  would  use 
the  BYMCU  building  as  part  of  the 
apartment  complex,  Kiefer  said  "we 
have  no  plans  to  build  on  it." 

And  Kiefer  claims 
that  the  project  will 
improve  the  area, 

"we're  going  to 
improve  Boylston 
Square  and  turn  that 
into  a  nice  pedestrian 
[way]." 

Kensington  is  also 
offering  a  host  of 
other  benefits,  includ¬ 
ing  about  50  units  of 
so-called  affordable 
housing,  10  units  of 
which  would  be  tar¬ 
geted  to  low-income 
earners,  and  dona¬ 
tions  totaling  around 
$100,000  for  cultural 
and  arts  uses  in  the 
area. 

But  there's  anoth¬ 
er  catch.  To  help  cre¬ 
ate  the  acre  and  to 
build  the  building, 

Kensington  will  need 
to  work  out  a  deal  to 
buy  two  parcels  of 
land  on  the  site,  both 
totaling  about  2,400 
square  feet,  one  hous¬ 
ing  the  strip  club, 

Glass  Slipper,  and  the 
other  housing  a 
Vietnamese  clothing 
and  gift  shop. 

If  the  parcels' 
owners  don't  sell, 
then  the  BRA  will 
take  the  parcels,  forc¬ 
ing  the  businesses  to 
relocate.  But  by  using 
its  eminent  domain 
powers  for  a  private 
interest,  the  BRA 


could  open  itself  up  to  lawsuits. 

According  to  Ralph  Cole,  presi¬ 
dent  of  Kensington  Investment 
Company,  Kensington  "will  contin¬ 
ue  efforts  to  achieve  a  private  nego¬ 
tiation,"  but  hasn't  reached  any 
agreement  yet. 

According  to  at  least  one  of  the 
building's  owners,  Nick  Romano, 
an  agreement  won't  be  made. 

"1  don't  want  to  sell,"  said 
Romano,  the  co-owner  of  the  Glass 
Slipper.  "I  think  we  might  end  up  in 
court." 

Romano  said  he  doesn't  agree 
that  the  area  is  blighted,  which  is  a 
condition  for  eminent  domain  tak¬ 
ings. 

"It's  becoming  a  very  desirable 
area,"  said  Romano.  He  claimed 
that  if  the  area  is  blighted,  his  build¬ 
ing  isn't  contributing  to  the  blight. 

"They  have  three  buildings  [on 
this  site]  that  are  dilapidated. 


They're  blighted.  Maybe  I  should 
take  their  buildings,"  said  Romano. 

Some  Chinatown  leaders,  how¬ 
ever,  have  been  looking  for  a  way  to 
rid  Chinatown  of  strip  clubs,  and 
the  18-year-old  Glass  Slipper  is  the 
longest  surviving  club  in  the  area. 

Others  say  the  eminent  domain 
takings  wouldn't  be  justified  just 
because  a  strip  bar  is  on  the  site, 
which  is  in  the  city's  zoned  adult 
entertainment  district. 

Meanwhile,  activists  are  grow¬ 
ing  more  irritated  with  what  they 
call  City  Hall's  abuse  of  zoning  and 
development  rules. 

"We  really  don't  have  any  zon¬ 
ing  down  town...,"  said  Borman. 
"We're  no  better  off  than  Houston, 
which  has  no  zoning  code  at  all." 

There  will  be  a  public  meeting  for 
Kensington's  Planned  Development 
Area  on  July  23  at  Posner  Hall,  6:30 
p.m.

guages,  allowing  them  to  gain  much  need¬ 
ed  trust  when  dealing  with  the  often 
"taboo"  issue  of  domestic  violence. 

One  non-profit  that  has  been  offering 
services  through  RISE  is  the  Asian  Task 
Force  Against  Domestic  Violence,  which 
has  been  helping  South  Asian  and 
Cambodian  victims. 

"In  the  whole  of  New  England,  we're  a 
very  renowned  organization  for  helping 
South  Asians  [facing  domestic  violence]," 
said  the  Task  Force's  South  Asian  RISE 
advocate,  who  for  safety  reasons  wishes 
not  to  be  named. 

According  to  the  advocate,  who  speaks 
Nepali,  Hindi,  and  Urdu,  she  has  had  to 
work  hard  over  the  years  to  gain  the  trust 
of  South  Asian  immigrant  women,  many 
of  whom  are  so  sheltered  by  their  hus¬ 
bands  that  they  are  not  even  permitted  to 
go  out  to  the  grocery  store  alone.

"I  started  out  with  less  than  10  clients  in 
a  month,  but  now  I  serve  15  or  16  clients  a 
month,"  said  the  advocate. 

"Most  of  my  clients  say  'if  you  had  not 
been  South  Asian,  I  would  never,  never 
have  come  to  this  place  (the  Asian  Task 
Force  Against  Domestic  Violence)."' 

Shirley  Fan,  the  Task  Force's  executive 
director,  fears  that  if  no  funding  is  restored 
for  the  program,  that  these  women  — 
many  of  whom  can't  speak  English  —  will 
be  trapped  with  their  abusive  spouses. 

"All  these  programs  are  the  sole 
providers  to  provide  services  to  the  vic¬ 
tims  of  domestic  violence  in  that  popula¬ 
tion,"  said  Fan.  "For  our  agency,  our  one 
and  only  one  South  Asian  advocate  [serv¬ 
ing  clients]  through  out  Massachusetts, 
might  not  be  able  to  provide  services  ...  to 
the  South  Asian  community." 

Fan  said  she's  now  trying  to  figure  out 
a  way  to  keep  the  South  Asian  advocate  on 
staff,  at  least  until  September. 

But,  she  said,  it's  difficult  because  state 
funding  for  many  programs  is  being 
reduced  and  grant  and  foundation  money 
is  drying  up. 

"It's  not  just  like  we  can  layoff  the  staff 
to  cut  corners,  we  still  need  to  provide  that 
component  to  the  community'." 

Throughout  the  state,  many  RISE 
providers  will  either  have  to  drop  the  ser¬ 
vices  or  divert  money  from  other  pro¬ 
grams  to  maintain  services. 

"The  needs  out  there  are  not  decreas¬ 
ing,  the  needs  for  the  victims  don't 
decrease  just  because  the  economy  down 
turns  or  just  because  of  the  government's 
budget  crisis."

Glatzer's  film  "The  Flute  Player"  will  air 
Tuesday,  July  22,  at  10  p.m.  on  PBS  as 
part  of  their  P.O.V.  series,  the  longest  run¬ 
ning  series  of  independent  documentaries 
ever  on  American  television.  The  film  has 
been  featured  at  numerous  film  festivals, 
in  addition  to  its  winning  the  Audience 
Award  for  a  documentary  at  the  South  by 
Southwest  Film  Festival  earlier  this  year. 

"The  Flute  Player"  is  the  story  of  Am 
Chom-Pond,  one  of  the  few  survivors  of 
genocide  inflicted  upon  Cambodia  by  Pol 
Pot  and  his  Khmer  Rouge  guerrilla  forces. 
Only  nine  when  the  terrible  revolution 
began.  Am  lost  much  of  his  renowned 
artist  family,  as  the  Khmer  Rouge  sought 
to  rid  Cambodia  of  its  educated  men  and 
women,  as  well  as  exterminating  the 
country's  traditional  culture.  At  age  14, 
Am  was  forced  into  the  army  to  join  a 
war  against  the  Vietnamese. 
However,  after  seeing  many  of 
his  peers  die  in  battle.  Am  soon 
fled  to  a  refugee  camp  in 
Thailand,  where  he  met  Unitarian 
minister  Peter  Pond,  who  later 
adopted  him. 

The  concentration  of  the  film, 
however,  is  on  Am's  adult  life. 
After  spending  the  latter  part  of 
his  childhood  with  Pond  in  New 
Hampshire,  Am  launched  The 
Cambodian  Master  Performers 
Project  from  his  home  in  Lowell. 
The  project  concentrates  on  find¬ 
ing  the  last  remaining  masters  of

traditional  Cambodian  music,  as  well  as 
organizing  concerts,  recording  sessions, 
and  workshops  to  teach  Cambodian- 
American  children  about  the  music  of 
their  culture.  Through  his  travels 
between  Cambodia  and  Lowell,  Am  dis¬ 
covers  the  task  of  revitalizing  Cambodian 
music  tougher  than  he  first  thought,  as 
the  elderly  Cambodian  musicians  are  hes¬ 
itant  to  become  involved  again  with 
Cambodian  music  after  all  that  has  hap¬ 
pened.

Sampan:  Reports  indicate  that  there 
was  no  running  water  in  Dr.  Yu's 
office;  the  equipment  wasn't  sterilized; 
he  didn't  have  a  medical  emergency 
plan  in  case  something  went  wrong,  or 
even  have  a  staff.  How  is  it  possible 
that  his  office  was  not  checked? 

Fox:  As  far  as  I  know,  there  is  no  pro¬ 
cedure  or  requirement  that  doctor's 
offices  have  to  be  visually  inspected 
by  the  Board  of  Registration  in 
Medicine.  I  imagine  they  would  say 
yes,  in  an  ideal  world  we  would  like  to 
do  this,  but  we  don't  have  the  staffing 
or  the  money.

language.  To  argue,  as  the  amendment's 
backers  would,  that  allowing  young 
Spanish-speaking  children  to  spend  half 
their  class  time  learning  in  Spanish  some¬ 
how  honors  the  new  law  and  the  voters' 
will  defies  even  the  most  basic  forms  of 
logic  and  common  sense. 

It  has  also  come  to  my  attention  that 
supporters  of  this  amendment  claim  that  I 
and  other  proponents  of  Question  2  are  in 
favor  of  the  two-way  amendment.  I  am 
compelled  to  set  the  record  straight  on 
this  matter. 

What  I  said  repeatedly  during  the  cam¬ 
paign,  and  will  say  as  long  as  I  draw 
breath,  is  that  I  have  no  problem  with 
two-way  programs  for  children  nine  years 
of  age  or  younger,  AS  LONG  AS  THEY 
ARE  PROFICIENT  IN  ENGUSH  WHEN 
THEY  START  THE  TWO-WAY  PRO¬ 
GRAM.  When  Spanish-speaking  kinder¬ 
garten  or  first  grade  children  become  pro¬ 
ficient  in  English  within  a  year  of  being 
immersed  fully  in  English  (which  hap¬ 
pened  easily  to  me  and  to  tens  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  other  young  Cuban  immigrants 
in  the  60s  and  70s),  these  children  may 


then  take  two-way  programs  for  the  rest 
of  their  K-12  education  if  they  and  their 
parents  wish  and  their  schools  offer  it. 
This  is  allowed  under  the  terms  of  the  bal¬ 
lot  law.  Indeed,  all  programs  that  enhance 
our  ability  to  graduate  students  with  a 
command  of  at  least  two  languages  ulti¬ 
mately  strengthen  our  society.  But  to  sug¬ 
gest  that  we  benefit  non-English  speakers 
more  in  two-way  programs  is  utter  non¬ 
sense,  because  we  are  stunting  their 
ascendancy  to  English  proficiency,  which 
forms  the  very  foundation  of  success  in 
our  society. 

It  is  no  wonder  that  the  electorate 
grows  increasingly  weary  and  cynical  of 
legislatures  who  ignore  clear  and  convinc¬ 
ing  voter  mandates.  For  the  sake  of  the 
integrity  and  legitimacy  of  the  voting 
process  now  in  place  in  Massachusetts,  I 
respectfully  request  that  you  listen  to 
what  the  voters  clearly  mandated  last 
November  relative  to  English  immersion.

ble  kinds  of  actions:  civil  action  and  crimi¬ 
nal  action.  So  far  what  has  happened  is  that 
after  the  investigation  of  the  Board  of 
Registration  in  Medicine,  he  [Dr.  Jian  Yu] 
agreed  to  have  his  license  indefinitely  sus¬ 
pended,  so  that  he's  not  allowed  to  practice 
medicine  in  Massachusetts  for  an  indefi¬ 
nite  period  of  time.  If  he  wants  to  apply  for 
it  any  time  in  the  near  future,  he  can  do  so, 
but  obviously  he  would  have  to  prove  to 
them  that  he  satisfied  certain  requirements 
in  order  to  do  that.  But  any  proceedings  for 
the  Board  of  Registration  in  Medicine  are 
civil;  it's  not  criminal.  If  there  are  any  crim¬ 
inal  actions  against  him,  I  don't  know,  I'm 
not  aware  of  them.  ...So  far  I  have  made  a 
claim  against  him  and  his  insurance  com¬ 
pany  for  negligence.  That  is  a  civil  claim.  If 
we  are  not  able  to  resolve  the  claim  with¬ 
out  going  to  court,  then  I  file  a  lawsuit 
against  him,  which  I  have  not  as  of  this 
point.  Then  that  would  be  a  civil  lawsuit. 

Sampan:  Have  any  of  Dr.  Jian  Yu's  former 
clients  come  forward  to  testify  or  give 
information,  since  this  case  began? 


Fox:  Not  to  my  knowledge.  I've  been  in 
contact  with  the  Board  of  Registration  in 
Medicine  to  find  out  if  there  had  been  any 
additional  complaints  against  him.  I  will 
be  asking  questions  of  him  and  his  lawyers 
to  determine  whether  or  not  he  has  notice 
of  any  other  complaints  against  him.  But 
again,  part  of  the  problem  is  that,  if  some¬ 
one  had  a  problem  with  him,  for  instance, 
they  may  not  have  legal  immigration  sta¬ 
tus  and  may  not  want  to  bring  attention  to 
themselves,  they  may  be  embarrassed 
about  what  happened,  they  may  not  even 
be  familiar  with  the  laws  ...of  this  country 
and  how  doctors  are  held  accountable.  It 
may  not  be  in  their  cultural  tradition  to 
report  someone.  ...But  there  are  any  num¬ 
ber  of  reasons  why  people  may  or  may  not 
come  forward,  which  is  why  I  think  it's 
helpful  to  have  a  discussion  like  this  in  the 
newspaper  so  that  more  people  can  find 
out  about  it.
